of tax is repugnant to the greater por- 
tion of the union labor men.

FiglitlDff Each Other

CHIOAOO, May 15.—A very pretty row 
is now in progress among the republi- 
cans of Indiana, one which bids fair 
to prove fatal to the presidential aspira- 
tions of both General Harrison and 
Judge Gresham. 
The latter is now an 
avowed candidate, and has said the only 
man he has to fear is Blaine. 
Judge 
Gresham's friends are very sanguine 
that their favorite stands a good show 
for the nomination, 
claiming that 
the 
Harrison delegates will go to him at an 
early hour, but the Harrison men, it 
seems, have set about to kill Gresham 
off. 


The way they are proceeding is this: 
Chairman Huston, of the Indiana state 
central committee, has written letters to 
the members of tho Illinois delegation to 
the Chicago convention, saying that 
Gresbam could not carry his own state 
should he be the nominee, and endeav- 
oring in this and other ways to create 
the impression that Judge Gresham is 
not the choice of his state. 
That the 
Indiana machine is against Gresham is 
well known, but Lis friends have counted 
on Gresham's outside popularity 
to 
bring the machine to terms. 


In connection with this a story comes 
from the southwestern part of Indiana 
that is full of opportunity for trouble. 
When the first congresfionil district con- 
vention was held for the purpose of send- 
ing delagates to the Chicago convention, 
Judge Gresham's friends in his old 
county of Vanderburg had it all fixed 
up that Gresham men should be chosen. 
Before the convention was held, how- 
ever, Stiite Auditor Bruce Carr came 
down from Indianapolis, and, while the 
Vanderburgers slept, put up a job on 
them. 
When the convention met the 
Harrison 
delegates 
were 
chosen, 
and 
this 
made 
the 
Yanderburg 
county 
men 
so 
mad 
that 
they 
served 
notice 
on 
Carr 
and 
State 
Treasurer Lempke, who is from Evans- 
ville, to withdraw from the state ticket. 
That if they were renominated twenty- 
flve hundred republicans in Yanderburg 
county would abstain 
from 
voting, 
which, of course, meant defeat -for the 
gentlemen referred to. 
Lempke has 
taken his medicine, and will not be a 
candidate again, but Carr will probably 
disregard the ^arniBg. 
This fight on 
the btate ticket, will, of course, have its 
effect on the national ticket, as well, and 
this is one reason why the republican 
outlook in Indiana this year is not so 
bright as it might be.

mark of 5,500, insuring the state to 
Cleveland, and a sweeping national vic- 
tory. 


This is a roseate view, I admit, but it 
is built on firm foundation. Let me indi- 
cate a few, and only a te-r facts, for all 
would fill a small volume. 


The bitter feud over Harrison 
and 
Gresham has already led to two republi- 
can organizations in the county. 
The 
Morton club, led by Jud8;e Taylor 
and 
Judge ChapiD, ie for Harrison, and 
the 
young men's Lincoln club, led by Coun- 
ty Chairman Wilson, is for Gresham. 


Colonel Robertson's candidacy 
for 
governor is opposed and his enemies are 
supporting ez-Sheriff Schiefer for state 
treasurer. 
The party ties can never be 
cemented. 


Probably the reader is by this time 
ready to bet on 6,000 demooratic major 
ity in Allen. 
When he takes into con- 
sideration the row over the selection of 
delegates of the republican state con- 
vention of May 4, and the bitter feelings 
it engendered (of whioh the story 
has 
been fully told in THE SBNTINKIÍ), he 
will perhaps feel like making it 7,000. 


The democracy appears to be alert, 
harmonious and vigilant, and in the 
township and city election gained a 
trustee and councilmen on every hand. 
It is already organizing the first voters 
and Hendrick's clubs in every township. 
In the Fifth ward, a strong republican 
ward, and the only one in the city, 
the 
democrats succeeded by a majority. 
This is another straw. 


The re nomination by the republicans 
of Congressman White is a foregone con- 
clusioi], and the captain is now home 
looking after his plan of campaign. 
He 
will make his big fight in Allen county as 
he did before. 
This would look as if an 
Allen county democrat must make the 
fight against him. 
The democracy are 
realizing this aud the sentiment of the 
district seems to be centering on ex-Sen- 
ator Bell as the man to t ^ e 
Captain 
White into camp this time. 


The selection of John H. Bass as presi- 
dential elector and delegate to the na- 
tional convention at St. Louis wasenrely 
an inspiration. 
The laboring men, of 
whom he employs 3,000 
believe him a 
safe guide on the tariff question and the 
•abor organizations in the state will rally 
to his bupport. 
In fact the very largest 
of the five assemblies of the Knights of 
Labor in this city was named tne "Bass" 
assembly, but owing to its mail getting 
mixed with the Babs machine works, 
etc., its name was recently changed.
